K ditoh H e r a l d : —'Tin* S:ui Fran- 
(*¡hco Iiiillrtin of tlu* 80tli lilt says. 
"The rm*nt events in New York saw 
the wisdom of California in steadily 
retaining the nietallieeurreney. So far 
títere have lteen no failures among our 
merchants, oto.” Very true, and why? 
First, Berause theerisis was eonfined 
entirely to railroad rings, which were 
itltiio >r-*- y*'

tile eomiminity. Second, Tlu* govern­ 
ment of the United States having in­ 
augurated, and fostered these monopo­ 
lies from 1 heir very Beginning to the 
present, could'not afford to stand aside 
and see all their favorite enterprises, 
together w ith their )>ot hankers, and 
ojierators engulphed in common ruin, 
when they could prevent it. 
Hence 
tin* prompt action of President Grant, 
and Secretary Richardson, Jtoutwell 
and others. 
These great corporations 
were created by the party, and now 
tlu* very existence of the party de­ 
pends toa good extent upon tlu*contin­ 
uance, anil solvency of these monop­ 
olies. 
If the treasurer of the govern­ 
ment had 
not 
came to the front 
promptly, every business m an in the 
country would have felt the crisis 
severely. Third, The mercantile com­ 
munity of any country is never in 
danger while they conduct business as 
they do in California. They Seldom 
extend any credit, and when they do, 
it is only for a short time—sixty or 
ninety days, and this little favor is 
generally repaid by a half or two per 
cent per month. 
They buy the produce of the farmers 
at a great discount and sell it fora prof­ 
it. 
NTo, the mercantile community 
of California are in no danger, and 
never will Ik* so as long as they and 
the hankers can keep out of compe­ 
tition. But the farmers, the veiy life 
of tlu* country, will fail by the thou­ 
sands. 
Better that we pass through a 
crisis every ten years than to starve in 
tlu* premises to death, 
There will never he any capital to 
invest in tlu* products of tlu* farm, 
so long as money can he loaned at - 
and 3 ju t cent, per month, unless they 
can Invest titrates that will insure a 
larger profit. 
Money will never he in­ 
vested in produce or in hrihHng up tlu* 
manufacturing interest of u country 
where it can he loaned at is to "(I per 
cent, per annum. 
If m o n ey ca n be had at 10 jK*r c en t., 
th ose who have It will In v est In m a­ 
chinery, or sjK'Culute in g r a in , or new 
en terp rises w ill be u n d erta k en , w h ic h 
w ill d e v e lo p th e country. 
We assert it as a fact, that while we 
have one of the best farming countries 
under the sun, also a grazing and 
stock-raising country hardly equalled 
hy any on the continent; yet,- if it were 
not for the m ining interests of Califor­ 
nia we woidd l»e bankrupt. 
About 
one hundred men control tin* purse- 
strings of the State, and tlu* lighter 
they 
m ake 
financial 
m atters the 
greater their gains. 
There is nothing 
they so much dread as a surplus of 
money in the country. T h a t which 
would give great prosperity to every- 
iKtdy else, would diminish their divi- 
denits. 
If currency was introduced into this 
State hy an* Act of the Legislature, 
m i ll io n s would he brought here to in­ 
vest in lauds, in manufactories and in 
mines, which would ut once give a 
profitable m arket for all the products 
of the farm.

public affairs. There it is the invaria­ 
ble rule that a successful public jour­ 
nal must be an honest one, and tlu* 
people arc* swift to discern the ele­ 
ments of trustworthiness, or the re­ 
verse of it, on tin* part of a newspaper 
editor.

voted for and assign reasons for tlu* 
faith there is in them.

The presence of two reprieved Mo­ 
doc*, shackled and placed in front of 
the gallows of the condemned Indians, 
is a refinement of cruelty 
worthy 
only of ages of persecution.

tin* name of religion, committed alike 
unjust and cruel deeds, such u tiling 
as this would not have been tolerated. 
The agony of a condemned man as lie 
walks up the stairs to expiate his 
crime, is too fearful a thing to hold up 
as an instrument of torture to those 
whom the law is punishing in a dif­ 
ferent way. There was no necessity 
to drag out the reprieved men and 
make them gaze, all ironed as they 
were, on the last terrible end of their 
accomplices. Any one who has ever 
beheld his fellow man suddenly and 
violently deprived of his existence, 
must feel that the more privately the 
fearful sentence is carried into effect 
the better it must be. To make a sen- 
satioif of tiiat sickening process of 
binding, tying and burling a man in­ 
to eternity can subserve no good end. 
Captain Jack anil the others suffered 
most justly for their brutal murders. 
Hanging was, indeed, too good for 
them; but there is a difference be­ 
tween a murder and an execution. 
The first is the result of hate and evil 
passions, the second is the calm digni­ 
fied act of the law. 
Foully horrible us 
was the treacherous butchery of Clen- 
Canby, Dr. Tilomas and others, yet 
the placing of liarnucho and Slolux in 
front of the scaffold whilst their com­ 
rades passed from life to the throne 
of the Great Judge, was an iliudvised, 
uieless and indecent act.

A thorough examination of the hull 
of the “Costa Rica” in the Dry Dock 
confirms the statement already made 
that the injuries are not so serious 
that they cannot he made good in a 
few days. It is none less true that the 
steamer lay in a very dangerous jkisí- 
tion, and that a heavy sea of any 
duration would have broken her up. 
Besides the large hole in her hull, near 
tlie liow, there are three or four small 
cracks, which by swaying and grind­ 
ing, would in a few days have become 
formidable fractures, anil the iron is 
worn away so much at places that u 
general smashing in of plates would 
have been more than probable had 
the eflbrt to tow her off'the rocks been 
protracted. The engines and shaft are 
comparatively uninjured, hut the fans 
of the propeller are all broken off. A 
new projieller will be cast at the Itis- 
don Works, and the substitute plates 
required for the bottom have already 
been ordered. The expense of repair­ 
ing will not be less than $15,Odd. 


T h e word thimble was originally 
derived from the words “thumb” and 
“bell;” being at first thumble, and af­ 
terwards thimble. It is of Chinese in­ 
vention, and was introduced into Eng­ 
land about the year 1605, by John 
Lotting, who came from Holland, and 
commenced its manufacture in Isling­ 
ton, near London, pursuing it witli 
great success. 
Formerly iron and 
brass were used, but latterly steel, sil­ 
ver and gold have taken their places. 
In the ordinary manufacture thin 
plates of metal are introduced into a 
die, anil then punched into shape. In 
Paris, gold thimbles are manufactured 
to a large extent. Thin sheet iron is 
cut into disks of about two inches in 
diameter. These, being heated into a 
red heat, are struck with a punch into 
a number of holes, gradually increas­ 
ing in depth to give them the proper 
shape. It is then rimmed, polished and 
indented around its outer surface with a 
number of little holes by means of a 
small wheel.lt is converted into steel by 
the process of cementation, tempered, 
scoured, and brought to a blue color. A 
thin sheet of gold is introduced into the 
interior and fastened to the steel by 
means of a jxilished steel inandel. 
Gold leaf is then applied to the outside 
and attached to it by pressure, the 
edges being fastened in a small groove 
made to receive them. The thimble 
is then finished und ready for use. 


T h e D u t i e s o f a n E d i t o r .—The 
London Speetutor, having been asked 
by a correspondent, “What is the lib­ 
erality of an editor to his personal 
friends ?” replies: “Strictly speak­ 
ing, he should have no friends. He 
should attack his own father if lie dis­ 
approves of his speeches, or criti­ 
cise his wife’s last book if lie thinks it 
rubbish. The journalist is bound, as 
the statesman would be hound, todo 
his duty and take the consequences. 
He might be a little more gentle in 
his language, a little more apologetic 
in his tone, but the attack must not he 
deprived of its efficiency for any per­ 
sonal consideration whatever.”

Rev. M. I’rochet, 
from Italy, said that the Pope is con­ 
scious of his diminished power, and 
that priests don’t generally believe in 
his assumption of authority. 
Affairs in financial circles continue 
to improve. The closing day of the 
three days ot grace, wiiich luive been 
allowed to brokers making up private 
settlements, brings with it no new 
disaster beyond the suspension of the 
small broker house of Albert Cole, 
which exercised no influence on the 
market.

MISCELLANEOUS. 
Philadelphia, Oct. 3.—It is stat­ 
ed from Washington on the authority 
of Ex-Governor Cook, that the firm 
of Jay, Cook & Co., will soon make 
proposition to their creditors for the 
purpose of enabling it to resume busi­ 
ness. The members of the firm have 
pooled their private property, and per­ 
sonal assessments, and will place them 
at the command of their creditors in 
liquidation of their indebtedness. They 
propose to pay every cent they owe. 
J. A. Young, money order clerk, 
Brooklyn post-office, is missing. He 
is a defaulter to an amount unknown. 
Columbus, Oct. 3.—The financial 
panic appears to have reached its 
height. 
The Commercial Bank, a 
small private installation, closed this 
morning, undera run of small depos­ 
itors. Later the report that the Com­ 
mercial Bank had closed was prema­ 
ture. It has only stopped the pay­ 
ment of large checks. 
Chíc alo, Oct. 3.—One of the morn­ 
ing papers states that a Chinese gam­ 
bling house is in existence here. The 
number of Chinese now in this city is 
quite large. 
Galveston, Oct. 2.—The town p,f 
Lampas was inundated oil'Saturday 
last by a sudden rise ifilTie creek that 
flow» H*rpujj5» tlie place. 
The water 
ran so swiftly that some twenty houses 
es were curried away, including tne 
Post office and its contents, and two 
stores and their contents. ¡Six persons 
were drowned. 
Memphis, Oct. 2.—There were 41 
interments 
to-day. 
Twenty-seven 
were from yellow fever. The Citizens’ 
Committee has issued an appeal to all 
charitable people in the country to 
aid them to hire nurses, to bury the 
dead and to shelter the orphans. Con­

FOREIGN NEWS. 


L o n d o n , Oct. 3.—The Time* this 
morning, in an editorial retrospect of 
late American financial panics, says: 
“The corruption and 
dishonesty 
which lias marked the later character­ 
istic management of some of the 
greatest undertakings in America have 
induced a chronic nervousness which 
is momcntarly liable to become acute. 
Even Americans are not all smart 
men if daring speculators. 
Danger 
lias disappeared for the present, but 
polit ical and financial causes are liable 
to reproduce it at any time. A country 
with an immense field for enterprise, 
and comparatively a limited capital is 
always liable to panics. Improvements 
made in western communication are 
most useful and profitable, but may 
cause further trouble. The entire 
blame of the disaster rests upon the 
unsound monetary system of the coun­ 
try. 
P a r i s , Oct. 3.—Thiers having been 
notified by telegraph to-day of impend­ 
ing political movements in France 
and that his presence is much desired 
here, started for the city. He arrived 
this evening and stated tliut Count de 
Chainbord will arrive at Geneva from 
Frohsdorf on the 4th inst. 
L o n d o n , Oct. 3.—A chimney 200 
feet high at North Fleet fell to-day 
killing five persons, and 
maiming 
uhout a dozen others. 
P a r i s , Oct. 3.—The city is full of 
conflicting rumors to-day relative to 
the Political situation, and much ex­ 
citement is caused by the report that 
the Permanent Committee of the As­ 
sembly would order that body to meet 
oil the 13th inst. 
L o n d o n , October 4.—There is a re­ 
ported failure of the crops in Hungary. 
A famine is predicted. 
P a r i s , October 4.—The Republicans 
arc taking active measures to resist 
the schemes of the monarchists. 
L o n d o n , Oct. 3.-775,000 dollars in 
bullion was ghippetl from Liverpool 
for New York yesterday and $430,000 
for Montreal. A dispatcli from Carta­ 
gena says that the insurgents’ frigates 
were not injured during tiie bombard­ 
ment of Aleante. No one on hoard 
was killed. They are taking in coal 
and making preparations to attack Va­ 
lencia. Tlie Spanish government lias 
issued orders t requiring all vessels 
which have arrived at ports in Spain 
from Liverpool to undergo quarantine. 


Governor Stanford certainly has rea­ 
son to he proud of his horse. He lias 
not only beaten the fastest time ever 
made in this State, hut has equaled 
the fastest time ever made l>y a trot­ 
ting horse, that being the time made 
hy Goldsmith Maid at Boston, Massa­ 
chusetts. George Tennant, tlie driver 
of Occident, is a very young man, and 
has had little experience In driving 
in races, never having driven but five. 
He has been in tlie employ of E. H. 
Miller, Jr., and Governor Stanford for 
sometime, but only commenced hand­ 
ling Occident a few months ago.

S a n F r a n c is c o , Oct. 4th. 
The following is a report of the exe­ 
cution at Fort Klamoth yesterday, of 
Jack ami his band. Boston Charley 
and Black Jim were led on the scaffold 
first, and Sconchin next. They mount­ 
ed with apparent indifference and iron 
nerve, having evidently resolved to 
die as brave as they have lived. Jack 
went easily up the stairway, but look­ 
ed wretched und miserable. His fet­ 
ters liad been struck off, hut his arms 
were securely pinioned with cords. 
At 9:45 A. m., interpreters Capt. O. C. 
Applegate and David Hill, explained 
to the culprits the nature of the order 
to he read to them hy the Adjutant, 
and at 10 a . m . Adjutant Kingsbury 
read the orders promulgating the sen­ 
tence of tlie Commission, and the Pres­ 
idents order therein, with the orders of 
the Secretary of War, and the Deputy 
Commander in the premises. 
The 
two reprieved prisoners, 
Barnacho 
and Slolux, stood on the ground in 
front of the scaffold, shackled and un­ 
der guard. During the reading the 
prisoned victims were seated on the 
platform of the scuffold, with their 
feet on the drop listening anxiously, 
but not understaning a word. The 
reading occupied ten minutes, then 
the Adjutant read an order of commu­ 
tation in the case of Barnacho and 
Slolux. They were taken to the guard 
house. The Chaplain offered a prayer 
for the souls of the culprits, which was 
listened to attentively. At 10:15 the 
nooses were placed around their necks, 
under the direction of Capt. Hoge. It 
was necessary to cut off some of Capt. 
Jack’s long hair which was in the way 
of the rope. Captain Hoge then bid 
farewell to the prisoners und black 
cups were placed over the heads of all 
the culprits. At 10:20 they stood on 
tlie drop, the rope was cut hy an assis­ 
tant at tlie signul 
made by Capt. 
Hoge with a handkerchief, und the 
IkmIícs swung round and round. Jack 
and Jim np]>ureiitly died easily, but 
Boston and Kchonchin suffered terri- 
hleconvulsioiis. They repeatedly drew 
up their legs, hut the others seemed to 
die almost instantly. As the drop fell 
with a terribly deadly thug, a half 
smothered cry of horror went up from 
tlu* crowd of over 500 Klamath Indi­ 
ans, who witnessed the awful specta­ 
cle. Wails of deep and bitter anguish 
went up from the stockade where the 
wives und children of the condemned 
had a fair view of the scene. Coffins, 
six in number, had been nluced di­ 
rectly in tlie rear of the gallows, Two 


of them destined to he unoccupied, as 
the order committing the sentence of 
Barnacho and Slolux only arrived at 
16:20 last evening, and preparations 
had been made for them likewise.

The Los Angeles Soda Works on 
Aliso 
street,

Stoll, started about live years ago. 
During the summer time the fac­ 
tory turns out from 80 to 100 dozen 
of soda daily, and even in the winter 
the amount per diem often reaches 40 
dozen inclusive of the supply of sar­ 
saparilla. In the factory are two soda 
fountains, a cooler, a generator, and 
an acid chamber, 
Those are worked 
by cold steam or carbonic acid gas, 
and the steam guage often indicates a 
pressure of 001 bs to the square inch. The 
bottling machine is an ingenious con­ 
trivance, and less dangerous 
than 
many other kinds in use. 
Mr. Stoll 
uses about 30(1 pounds of sugar weekly, 
and has a 
running stock of 1,200 
pounds on hand. 
He furnishes all the 
fancy icecream saloons with soda foun­ 
tains. and all the botéis, etc.. with 
plain and su e. nmwi and sarsaparilla. 


BORAX. 
About 2(91 miles north from Los 
Angeles 
a 
refinery for borax 
is 
being erected iu Slate Range. 
A gen­ 
tleman who visited the H k k a l d office 
yesterday lias promised this journal 
very full information as to the cultiva­ 
tion of this Industry. 
The paper will 
appear in a future issue. 
Merely su­ 
perficial observation lias shown that 
hack of San Bernardino sufficient borax 
exists to supply the whole of the Uni­ 
ted States for two hundred years to 
come. In some places it is a foot thick, 
whilst in others t lie depth is over three 
feet, ('rude b i/r a x which contains 70 
per cent, after refinement, can lie snip­ 
ped to San Francisco at an expense of 
$47 per ton. 
it will realize in tlte city 
from $135 to $140 |h t ton. 
Borax 
which unrefined contains 00 percent, 
will sell for $150 per ton. It isaquestion 
as to tlie advisability of erecting re­ 
fineries there. Borax requires very pure 
water to refine it, and the water near 
and around where it exists lias been 
found invariably to contain iodine, al­ 
kali, borax, manganese and sodium. 
The borax blossoms contain all sorts 
of ingredients, but principally what is 
known as Glauber salts. 
They are of 
a very curious form, generally having 
six points protruding from the center 
like spokes from the box of u wheel. 
W hether borax will ever be an im­ 
portant industry it is difficult to say. 
The above facts are merely a rough 
sketch of a very interesting article 
promised tin* H k k a l d on this subject.

Growth of Anaheim. 


No better evidence of the steady 
growth of that jmrtion of the county 
lying between the San Gabriel river 
and the Santa Ana mountains, can lie 
afforded than an inspection of tho 
filled warehousesof the Lighter Com­ 
pany at Anaheim Landing. The past 
season has been one of the worst ever 
experienced, and the complaint has 
been that the crops of grain were, or 
would be, unusually light. 
As soon, 
however, as the advance in price was 
generally known, an amount of grain 
comes forward for xhipmen largely in 
excess of any past year. 
If it is true, 
as stated/that the soil has not yielded 
well, the conclusion is at once forced 
ujKin us that the number of producers 
has been m aterially increased. 
The 
Los Angeles press state that the ex- 
jHirts from Wilmington are in excess 
of past years, consequently our land­ 
ing has not diverted shipments from 
that point. A larger amount of wool 
is also being received at the landing 
than in previous years. 
This, how­ 
ever, can be accounted for by the re­ 
turn of large flocks of sheep from Dov­ 
er California and the southern coun­ 
try, where they' were driven in search 
of pasturage two years ago. Although 
it is too early to make a correct esti­ 
mate of the vintage for the present 
year, still it is known that the yield 
is much larger than was anticipated. 
If, with all the drawbacks, both 
physical and financial, which have 
tended to retard our growth during 
tlie past, so flattering an exhibit is 
made, it will be impossible to conceive 
the impetus which will be given to 
this section by the successful comple­ 
tion of railroad communication and ir­ 
rigating facilities, nowin tlieir incep­ 
tion. The only thing, therefore, want­ 
ing to make the country a paradise, 
has been water. Now that the Land 
Company have taken the m atter in 
hand, and give every assurance that 
they will not turn hack until the whole 
of their lands are placed under irriga­ 
tion, this want promises to lie filled 
with Hie smallest practicable delay.
